reservoirs  and  many  other  uses.  The  ^imount  of  rain  that  falls  Is 
measured  by  standard  '.Veather  Bureau  rain  gauges^  The  effect  of  rain 
upon  the  country  is  almost  iiaraedlate;  according  to  the  amount  that  fall 
and  the  nature  of  the  topography  It  fails  on»  But  snow  accurulatea 
on  the  ground;  its  effect  is  delayed,  and  it  i s subject  to  a great 
variety  of  factors  — The  United  States  Forest  Service  cooperates  with 
the  Weather  Bureau  and  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Engineering  in 
gathering  information  necessary  to  determine  the  amount  of  snow  stored 
on  the  mountain  watersheds  in  our  National  Forests  — inf orift.'^tlon 
of  great  value  in  forecasting  probable  water  supplies  for  irrigation, 
power  plants  and  reservoirs.
